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Sermon on Acts 2, 42. 


There are few civilized persons in the world who have not heard 
the name Luther. There are few, however, that know who Luther 
was and what he accomplished. To very many he is depicted as the 
great church anarchist who revolted against the legitimate supremacy 
of Rome and founded a kingdom of his own in which he could reign 
supreme. They are told that according to his own admission Luther 
was in secret compact with the devil, and his object in life was to 
foster the cause of the archenemy of mankind, and that he suc- 
ceeded in this inasmuch as he brought about the most terrible schism 
that ever occurred in the church, that he deluged Europe in blood, 
that he desecrated the holy estate of matrimony, that he upset the 
thrones of Europe and led millions of souls along with himself into 
eternal perdition. I need not explain who they are that hold this view. 

Others hold a more charitable view of Luther. They know him 
as the great moral, social, and political reformer. They own it that 
he was a man whose equal was not seen before or since his days. 
They admit that there are many advantages the world offers to-day 
which are due to Luther. They say he rescued the world from the 
darkness of popery; he showed that each had a right to think for 
himself, and to make known what he thought to others; he taught 
the world the art of progress; he showed the sovereigns their sover- 
eign power, and seeing that the old religion of the priests and monks 
was no longer adequate to the times, he founded a new, a freer, a 
more rational religion to supplant the old one which he considered 
to have outlived itself. 

But this conception of Luther is almost as wrong as the other 
one. True it is, the 16th century brought about a great social and 
political reform throughout the whole world, and this reform was due 
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to Luther. Nevertheless it was not Luther’s object in life to be a 
social and political reformer. His work of reform pertained to the 
Church. It was not his object to found a new religion, but to cleanse 
the then existing religion of the offal of human commandments and 
traditions. His object was not to present to the people of his times 
a new church, a church fitted for the advancement of the 16th cen- 
tury; no, he wished to present to the 16th century the apostolical 
church of the first, second, and third centuries. He saw that the 
church in which the Roman Pontiff held sway was corrupt, and he 
wished to reduce it to its pristine purity. Like a hidden city the 
church lay beneath the sands of papal inventions and institutions. 
Luther dug it out, so that once again people might walk through its 
thoroughfares. That church, therefore, which now bears Luther’s 
name does not date back only to the times of Luther, but to the times 
of the apostles. That is by no means an arrogant claim, that is by 
no means a narrow-minded claim, that is by no means an antiquated 
idea, which should not be tolerated in the 20th century, for as there 
is but one truth, one Word of God, so there is but one faith, one 
doctrine which teaches the way to life, and that is the doctrine taught 
by Christ and His apostles. Let me on this marked occasion, at the 
opening of this Lutheran church, show and explain to you who are 
assembled here to-day, 


THE APOSTOLICAL CHARACTER OF THE LUTHERAN CHURCH. 


In the words which I have chosen for my text we have a pen- 
picture of the early apostolical church. The four principal charac- 
teristics of that church were, that it continued steadfastly in, ete. 
These are the four reasons why the Lutheran Church is apostolical, 
because 


1. It continues steadfastly in the apostles’ doctrine; 
2. It continues steadfastly in fellowship; 

3. It continues steadfastly in the breaking of bread; 
4. It continues steadfastly in prayers.

In our days of indifference and materialism the general opinion 
is that it does not matter much what the distinetive doctrines or 
teachings of a church are as long as the living is there. It is gen- 
erally considered that the good life makes the child of God. If a 
man has no bad marks against his character, he is considered a good 
Christian. That there should be such a thing as saving truth, or 
that any individual denomination should be able to lay claim to 
having the saving truth, is to the vast majority foolishness. 

Those early apostolic Christians may often have been tempted 
to apostasy by similar arguments. People may have said to them, 


. 
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Don’t be such fools as to believe what the apostles tell you. Why, 
they are only simple fishermen! Why should Peter know more about 
religion than any other great teacher of the present day? None of 
the wise and great men believe what he teaches. But those early 
Christians were not so easily duped. In spite of all people might say 
to them, they continued steadfastly in the apostles’ doctrine. 

Why had the apostles’ doctrine such charms for them? What 
was the reason for their steadfastness? Let us briefly review the 
apostles’ doctrine, and we shall understand. The apostles’ doctrine 
is the one that alone can give comfort to the sinner, that alone can 
give hope and assurance even in death. Certainly the apostles taught 
that all men through the fall of Adam are sinners, that they are con- 
ceived and born in sin, and that this sin is the great barrier which 
separates man from his Creator. St. Paul writes to the Romans: 
“By one man,” meaning Adam, “sin entered into the world and death 
by sin;” and to the Ephesians he says: “We were by nature the chil- 
dren of wrath.” Is not that what our Savior teaches when He says 
to Nicodemus: “That which is born of the flesh is flesh” ?— The 
apostles taught that we are by nature corrupt, born in the image 
of fallen Adam. And who can bring a clean thing out of an un- 
clean? Can a thistle produce figs? Can a wild tree produce good 
fruits? No; it cannot be otherwise than that, having an evil heart, 
man must do evil acts. As the apostles taught: “There is none right- 
eous; no, not one. They are all gone out of the way, they are 
together become unprofitable.” Even of himself St. Paul must say: 
“T know that in me, that is, in my flesh, dwelleth no good thing.” 
And St. John says: “If we say we have no sin, we deceive ourselves, 
and the truth is not in us.” For sin is every departure from the 
divine Law. Not only Cain who slays his brother sins against the 
Law which says: “Thou shalt not kill,” but it is as the apostles 
taught: “Whosoever hateth his brother is a murderer.” In like man- 
ner not only that is sin when we commit a wrong deed, but also when 
we omit to perform a good work, where we have the opportunity. 
Not only he who defrauds his neighbor, but also he who refuses to 
deal his bread to the hungry, who refuses to assist a good cause, 
breaks the commandment which says: “Thou shalt not steal,” as 
St. James says: “To him that knoweth to do good, and doeth it 
not, to him it is sin.” And the result of sin? It is, as I said before, 
the great barrier which separates man from his Oreator. For the 
wages of sin is death. “In the day that thou eatest thereof, thou shalt — 
surely die,” was said unto Adam. And the very day he ate he died, 
he died a spiritual death, that is, his spirit, his soul, wandered away 
from its God. This spiritual death, which in its turn, however, 
engenders temporal and eternal death, 7. e., eternal damnation, is 
the wages of sin. “By the offense of one judgment came upon all 
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to condemnation,” St. Paul says to the Romans, and to the Ephe- 
sians: “We were dead in trespasses and sins.” That is what the 
apostles taught concerning sin; that is what those early apostolic 
Christians believed. 

But the apostles also showed the cure for sin. They showed, 
as Christ had done, that no man is able to atone for his own sin, 
that no man can make himself worthy of the grace of God, but that 
for man’s redemption a great sacrifice was necessary, not a sacrifice 
of goats and sheep, but the sacrifice of the Son of God. They 
taught that Jesus of Nazareth, who was, by divine conception of 
the Holy Ghost, born of the Virgin Mary, and whom the Jews cru- 
cified on Calvary, and whom God the Father on the third day raised 
again from the dead, that He is the Lamb of God who taketh away 
the sins of the whole world. “For God was in Christ, reconciling 
the world unto Himself.” Christ was not only a great teacher in 
this world, who, like the great Reformer of the 16th century, merely 
wanted to give the world better ideas and beliefs; no, he came into 
this world for the very purpose of dying for the sinners. Had not 
that been His purpose, He, who on so many occasions gave proof 
to the world of His omnipotence, by that same almighty power, 
with one breath might have laid low His enemies when they at- 
tempted His crucifixion. But He was obedient unto death, even 
unto the death of the cross. And when on the cross He spoke, 
“Father,” ete., that prayer was not only meant for those who at the 
time stood around His cross, but also for every man who with his 
sins had occasioned this suffering for Him, and when He spoke to 
the thief, verily, He wanted to show that by His death He had re- 
opened paradise for all who, like that dying thief, seek refuge in 
Him, and when He spoke: “It is finished,” He referred to the great 
work of the redemption of all mankind which by the shedding of His 
blood He had brought about. And when, on the third day, He arose 
again from the dead, it was to show to the world that He had con- 
quered death, and destroyed the kingdom of the devil. That is what 
the apostles taught and what those early apostolic Christians believed. 

In the 2d chapter of Acts we read the first sermon preached by 
St. Peter, and it is a testimony for Christ. “Ye men of Israel, hear 
these words! Jesus of Nazareth, a man approved of God among you 
by miracles and wonders and signs, which God did by Him in the 
midst of you, Him, being delivered by the determinate council and 
foreknowledge of God, ye have taken and by wicked hands have cru- 
cified and slain. Whom God raised up, having loosed the pains of 
death, because it was not possible that He should be holden of it.” 
And referring the people to this Jesus of Nazareth, he said: “Repent 
and be baptized, every one of you, in the name of Jesus Christ for 
the remission of sins. And he said there is not salvation in any 
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other, for there is none other name under heaven given among men 
whereby we must be saved.’ And St. Paul taught: “Therefore we 
consider that a man is justified by faith, without the works of the 
Law.” And to the Corinthians He said: “We preach Christ cruci- 
fied, unto the Jews a stumbling-block and unto the Greeks foolishness. 
but unto them which are called, both Jews and Greeks, Christ the 
power and the wisdom of God.” And again unto the Ephesians: 
“For by grace are ye saved through faith; and that not of your- 
selves; it is the gift of God: not of works, lest any man should 
boast.” And again to the Philippians: “That I may win Christ, and 
be found in Him, not having my own righteousness, which is of the 
Law, but that which is through the faith of Christ, the righteousness 
which is of God by faith.” Thus taught the apostles, and thus those 
early apostolic Christians believed. They had been made certain in 
their faith by the Holy Ghost; who dwelt in them. That was the 
reason for their steadfastness in the apostles’ doctrine. 

And it was in this apostolic doctrine that Luther exhibited such 
wonderful steadfastness. Though all the popes, and cardinals, and 
archbishops, and emperors, and kings, and princes condemned him 
and his teachings, he stood fast, saying: Here I stand; I cannot 
teach otherwise. “In my heart there reigns this one article of justifi- 
cation by faith in Christ, out of which, through which, and in which 
all my theological reflections flow by night and by day.” “This doc- 
trine is the chief corner-stone, which alone can generate the church, 
nourish it, build it, preserve and defend it, and without which the 
Church cannot exist for one hour.” 

And continuing in this apostolic doctrine, the Lutheran Church 
confesses in its Small Catechism: “I believe that Jesus Christ,” ete.

The second apostolical characteristic of the Lutheran Church is, 
that she continues steadfastly in fellowship. Of the apostolic Chris- 
tians of the primitive church we read: “They continued steadfastly 
in fellowship.” What does that mean? According to the original 
Greek the word fellowship means as much as association, intercourse, 
or companionship. Those early Christians did not lead secluded 
lives; no, they associated with one another; they held fellowship 
among themselves. But in what way? The book of Acts will tell us. 
We read there that the Christians continued daily with one accord 
in the.temple. We read: “And the Lord added to the Church,” «. e., 
to the society of Christians, “such as were saved.” We read there 
that the multitude of the disciples came together. For instance, we 
read in the 20th chapter of Acts that upon the first day of the week, 
when the disciples came together, Paul preached unto them. And 
with regard to a sinful member of the Church of Corinth Paul ad- 
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vises the Corinthians to put away from among themselves that 
wicked person, and the writer of the Epistle to the Hebrews ad- 
monishes those Christians not to forsake the assembling of them- 
selves together. All these passages help us to understand the term 
fellowship. They continued in fellowship, means simply this: the 
Christians that lived at one place constituted themselves into a local 
congregation (instead of congregation the Bible says church), and 
coming together regularly, they held public services, at which their 
called ministers proclaimed the Gospel of Jesus Christ. 

Those early Christians did not say, We need no ministers to 
preach to us. They did not say, We can be Christians without be- 
longing to any church. No; they continued in fellowship, 7. e., they 
came together regularly for divine worship, and each church, that is, 
each local congregation, had its own minister or ministers called and 
appointed by the congregation on whom the ministerial office was 
conferred. 

And this, too, is an apostolic characteristic of the Lutheran 

Church. Where a number of Lutherans live in one place, they unite 
in forming a congregation. Into their congregation they admit other 
Christians that have the desire to join them. From their congrega- 
tion they exclude such as prove to be impenitent sinners. And to 
lead and shepherd the flock they call and appoint a pastor, whose sole 
occupation it is to feed the flock over which not men, but the Holy 
Ghost, through the agency of men, has made him an overseer. This 
he does by publicly preaching both the Law and the Gospel, by ad- 
ministering the sacraments, and by privately instructing, admonish- 
ing, rebuking, and comforting wherever necessity arises. 
The ministry in the Church is not a human institution; it is 
ordained by God. And for what purpose? The people are to come 
and hear what God, through His ministers, has to tell them. He 
who despises and neglects the attendance at public divine worship 
despises God and neglects the salvation of his soul. God has insti- 
tuted the ministry, that the way to eternal life should be proclaimed. 
Those who refuse to hear what their ministers have to tell them 
clearly prove that they are not much concerned about knowing the 
way to life eternal. Lazy church attendants usually are very profuse 
with their apologies and excuses. But the Bible says: “Be not de- 
ceived; God is not mocked.” God knows whether it is possible for 
you to attend divine worship or not, and He knows the reason why 
you despise preaching and His Word, and, accordingly, He will know 
how to deal with you on the Day of Judgment.

Of those early Christians our text tells us that they continued 
steadfastly also in the breaking of bread; and that is the third 
apostolical characteristic of the Lutheran Church. 
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What is meant here by the breaking of bread? We read of our 
Savior’s taking the bread in the night that He was betrayed and 
breaking it and giving it to His disciples. We read that the disciples 
of Christ, after His ascension, frequently came together to break 
bread. And take another text: St. Paul says to the Corinthians: 
“The bread which we break, is it not the communion of the body of 
Christ?’ By the breaking of bread is meant here the celebration of 
the Lord’s Supper. This supper was instituted by Christ. In the 
same night in which He was betrayed He gave His disciples the 
bread, saying: “Take, eat; this is my body;” and He gave them 
the cup containing the wine, saying: “Take, drink ye all of it; this 
cup is the new testament in my blood, given and shed for you for 
the remission of sins” And He told them to continue celebrating 
this feast, adding: “This do ye, as oft as ye do it, in remembrance 
of me.” 

And accordingly, the apostles taught that the cup of blessing 
which we bless is the communion of the blood of Christ, and that the 
bread which we break is the communion of the body of Christ. And 
they taught that he who would receive this great blessing worthily 
must receive it in faith. St. Paul-says: “But let a man examine 
himself, and so let him eat of that bread and drink of that cup. For 
he that eateth and drinketh unworthily, eateth and drinketh damna- 
tion to himself, not discerning the Lord’s body. For whosoever shall 
eat this bread and drink this cup of the Lord unworthily shall be 
guilty of the body and blood of the Lord.” And when the Corinthians, 
in their regular assemblages, neglected the use of the Lord’s Supper, 
St. Paul admonished them, saying: “When ye come together there- 
fore into one place, this is not to eat the Lord’s Supper. For this 
cause many are weak and sickly among you, and many sleep.” That 
was their spiritual state because they neglected the Lord’s Supper. 

The Lutheran Church endeavors to follow in the footsteps of 
those early Christians, by teaching the same doctrine of the Lord’s 
Supper and by frequently celebrating it. Therefore we reject the 
Roman Catholic dogma of transubstantiation, that doctrine which 
teaches that in the Sacrament the priest, by virtue of his holy orders, 
may change the bread and wine into the body and soul and divinity 
of Jesus Christ. On the other hand, we also reject the opinion of 
Zwingli, the Swiss reformer, who taught that in the Sacrament bread 
and wine represent the absent body and blood of Jesus Christ, as 
well as the doctrine of Calvin, that the bread and wine are but signs, 
representations of the body and blood of Christ, that in the Sacrament 
the body and blood of Christ could not be received in the bread and 
wine, but merely spiritually, by faith. 

As did those old apostolic Christians, so do we Lutherans believe 
that the true body and blood of Christ are really present in the bread 
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and wine and are there distributed and received as a pledge for our 
redemption. Certainly Christ’s body and blood are not received in 
a natural way as when we eat and drink ordinary food, no, in a 
supernatural, heavenly, mysterious manner. Christ, the almighty and 
omnipresent God, gives us His body and His blood as spiritual food 
and drink in the Sacrament. We think that it behooves Christians 
to have a childlike faith in these things, and when Christ says: 
“This is my body,” no one should turn round and say, No, it is not; 
it cannot be His body. Like the illustrious queen of England of the 
17th century we say: 

It was the Word that spake it, 

He took the bread and brake it, 

And what the Word doth make it, 

That I believe and take -it. 


And our church sings: 
An awful mystery is here 
To challenge faith and waken fear; 
The Savior comes as food divine 
Concealed in earthly bread and wine.

And now grant me but a few words more to show you the fourth 
apostolic characteristic of the Lutheran Church: its steadfast con- 
tinuance in prayers. There is a filial relation between the Christian 
and God. We are by faith in Christ Jesus the sons of God. God 
speaks to His children through His Word; His children answer Him 
in prayer. It is the duty of every Christian to pray, and every Chris- 
tian does pray, and he who does not pray is no Christian. 

St. Paul exhorts the Philippians: “In everything by prayer and 
supplication, with thanksgiving, let your requests be made known 
unto God.”. And to the Thessalonians he says: “Pray without 
ceasing.” And those early Christians continued steadfastly in prayers. 
In times of trouble they came together for prayer. Where they came 
together for divine worship, there they prayed. In the evening, in 
the morning, at each meal, they prayed. When one became sick, the 
elders of the church were called to pray over him. 

A church that would be apostolical therefore must continue stead- 
fastly in prayers. Not only must there be regular prayers in the public 
service, but there must also be prayer in the family worship, and 
each must say his own private prayer at his own bedside. And the 
Father will hear our prayers. The effectual fervent prayer of a 
righteous man availeth much. And Christ says: “Verily, verily, 


I say unto you, Whatsoever ye shall ask the Father in my name, He 
will give it you.” 
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These are, my friends, four reasons which I advance to-day for 
the apostolicity of the Lutheran Church. The word of the apostles, 
Jesus Christ being the chief corner-stone, is the foundation on which 
she is built. Though she be but a small power, yet, standing on this 
foundation, she shail not be vanquished. We rightly say: 


God’s Word and Luther’s doctrine pure 
Shall to eternity endure.

Funeral Sermon. 


(For a Pastor.) 


Herr. 13,7. 


In Jesus Ourist DeARLY BELOVED FRIENDS AND MOURNERS: — 


Our text makes it the sacred duty of Christians to remember 
those who have spoken unto them the Word of God. Perhaps you 
consider such an exhortation unnecessary, especially on an occasion 
like this. God has here called hence a pastor who faithfully and con- 
scientiously served his congregation, who for nearly twenty years 
broke to them the Bread of Life, who had their immortal souls’ wel- 
fare at heart, who loved his members dearly. Could a congregation 
forget such a pastor? Surely not! And I know that the members 
of this congregation will say as with one voice: “We shall not, we 
will not, we cannot forget our dear pastor. His memory shall be ever 
green among us.” But, dear friends, the Word of God says, and 
daily experience confirms it: “The righteous perisheth, and no man 
layeth it to heart.” Hence, the exhortation of the text to remember 
those who have spoken unto us the Word of God is not unnecessary, 
even on an occasion like this. 

Moreover, we are exhorted in the text not only to remember those 
who have spoken unto us the Word of God, but also to remember 
them aright. When God endows a pastor with much knowledge, with 
a keen intellect, with a wonderful memory, with a clear insight into 
Seripture doctrines, with great readiness of speech, with a kind and 
loving disposition, the people, in remembering their pastor, are in- 
clined to think of these and the like things only. Now, it is true, — 
and to the glory of God be it said,—our departed brother was en- 
dowed with many excellent gifts. But, dear friends, if you would 
remember your pastor by the gifts only which God bestowed upon 
him, you would not remember him aright, nor would you remember 
him as he wished it. His dying request was, that, here to-day, as 
ever, not he, but God be glorified, and that you, dear members of 
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Immanuel, abide by the Word which he preached to you. May God 
grant me grace and strength to fulfill this dying request, and to bring 
to you the last message of your dear pastor. I shall endeavor to do 
so by answering the question: 


HOW SHOULD YOU REMEMBER YOUR PASTOR? 


1. By remembering the Word of God which he spoke unto you; 
2. By following his faith, considering the end of his conversation.

“Remember them who have spoken unto you the Word of God,” 
says the text. Would you, therefore, remember your pastor aright, 
remember the Word of God which he spoke unto you. Not his own 
word, not human wisdom or learning, did he proclaim to you, but the 
Word of his Master. Like Paul, he delivered unto you that only 
which he “received of the Lord.” About eight years ago you cele- 
brated the twenty-fifth anniversary of his pastorate. On that occa- 
sion, you will recall, he told us here in this church that the text which 
he had chosen for his initial sermon were the words of Paul: “Hav- 
ing obtained help of God,” ete., Acts 26, 22. 23. Dear members of 
Immanuel! you know that the things which your pastor spoke unto 
you were none other than those that are written in this Book. And 
now his dying request, his last message to you, is, that you abide by 
this Word. O, then, abide by it as by the only rule of your faith 
and life, of your doctrine and practice! Abide by it as by the Word 
which is able to make you wise unto salvation through faith which 
is in Christ Jesus! Abide by it as by a light that shineth in a dark 
place, until the day dawn, and the Day-star arise in your hearts! 
Abide by it as by the power of God unto salvation to every one that 
believeth! 

The word which your pastor spoke unto you was the Word of 
God, the pure Word of God. Wonderfully did God lead him in his 
young days, so that, though reared in a synod that was Lutheran in 
name, but, in many respects, popish in doctrine and practice, he was 
brought into the Missouri Synod, which has and proclaims the pure 
doctrine, which stands fairly and squarely on the written Word of 
God, which accepts everything that is taught in this Book, and re- 
jects everything that is in conflict with this Book. And the pure 
doctrine which he found in the Missouri Synod he proclaimed to you 
as your pastor, and has now bequeathed to you as the most precious 
legacy that a pastor can bequeath to his congregation. Will you not 
appreciate this legacy? Will you not remember the pure Word of 
God which he spoke unto you? O be not indifferent about purity of 
doctrine! The Word can kindle faith and save in so far only as it 
is pure. We are living in an age of religious indifference. Men tell 
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us: “It is all the same what you believe and to which church you 
belong.” O be not deceived! Remember the Word of God which 
your pastor spoke unto you: “If ye continue,” etc., John 8, 31. 32. 
“Beware of false prophets,” etc., Matt. 7, 15. “I beseech you,” ete., 
Rom. 16, 17. 

The word which your pastor spoke unto you was the Word of God, 
the pure Word of God, and the whole Word of God. Like Paul, he 
“shunned not to declare unto you all the counsel of God.” Like Paul, 
he “kept back nothing that was profitable unto you.” Speaking unto 
you the whole Word of God, he preached the Law in all its exacting 
severity, showing you that you had transgressed the holy Ten Com- 
mandments, and therefore deserved God’s wrath and displeasure, tem- 
poral death, and eternal damnation. O remember the Word of God 
which he spoke unto you: “There is not a just man,” ete., Eecl. 7, 20. 
“We are all,” ete, Is. 64, 6. “Cursed be he,” ete., Deut. 27, 26. 
Ezek. 18, 20a; Rom. 6, 23. 

Speaking unto you the whole Word of God, he preached also the 
Gospel in all its heavenly sweetness, directing you to Jesus Christ 
as to the only Savior from sin, Satan, death, and hell—to Jesus 
Christ as to the only Mediator for whose sake God will forgive you 
all your sins and blot out all your iniquities — to Jesus Christ as to 
the only source of all true happiness and bliss. O remember the 
Word of God which he spoke unto you: “This is a faithful say- 
ing,” ete., 1 Tim. 1, 15. “Behold the Lamb of God,” ete., John 1, 29. 
“God was in Christ,” ete., 2 Cor. 5, 19. “The Lord hath laid on 
Him,” ete., Is. 53, 6c. “He was wounded,” etc. Is. 53, 5. 

Speaking unto you the whole Word of God, he exhorted you to 
bring your infants to Holy Baptism, that there they might be washed 
from their sins and be made children of God and heirs of heaven. 
O remember the Word of God which he spoke unto you: “Suffer the 
little children,” ete., Mark 10, 14b. 

Speaking unto you the whole Word of God, he exhorted you to 
send your children to your parochial school and Sunday school and 
confirmation class, that there the little lambs might be fed on the 
green and sweet pastures of the saving Word. O remember the Word 
of God which he spoke unto you: “Bring up your children,” ete., 
Eph. 6, 4b. “Train up a child,” etc., Prov. 22, 6. 

Speaking unto you the whole Word of God, he exhorted both old 
and young to go to church, to hear the preaching of the Word, to 
use the means of grace, that their immortal souls might be saved. 
O remember the Word of God which he spoke unto you: “He that 
hath ears,” etc., Matt. 11, 15. “Faith cometh,” etc., Rom. 10, 17. 
“He that is of God,” ete, John 8, 47a. “Blessed are they,” etc., 


Luke 11, 28. 
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Speaking unto you the whole Word of God, he exhorted the com- 
municants to examine themselves diligently, to prepare themselves 
prayerfully, to partake of the Sacrament frequently, that they might 
receive rest unto their souls. O remember the Word of God which 
he spoke’ unto you: “Take, eat; this is my body. Take, drink; this 
is my blood. This do!” “Let a man examine himself, and so let him 
eat of that bread, and drink of that cup.” “The meek shall eat and 
be satisfied.” 

Speaking unto you the whole Word of God, he exhorted you, 
young men and maidens, to keep your sacred confirmation vow, to 
renounce daily the devil, and all his works, and all his ways, to show 
that you are children of God and followers of Jesus, and therefore 
not to dance, attend theaters, or take part in other sinful pleasures 
of the world. O my young friends, you little know how deariy your 
pastor loved you, how earnestly he was concerned about you, how 
fervently he prayed for you, that your faith might not fail! O re- 
member the Word of God which he spoke unto you: “Be thou faith- 
ful,” ete., Rev. 3, 10d. “Keep thyself pure,” ete, 1 Tim. 5, 22¢. 
“Flee also youthful lusts,” ete.,.2 Tim. 2, 22a. “Love not the 
world,” ete., 1 John 2, 15—17. 


Speaking unto you the whole Word of God, he also warned you 
against the sin, so prevalent in our days, of belonging to a secret 
oath-bound society, or lodge, where the name of God is taken in vain, 
where the Son of God is denied, where idolatry is practiced, where 
Christless prayers are offered. O remember the Word of God which 
he spoke unto you: “Be not unequally,” ete., 2 Cor. 6, 14a. 17. “All 
men should honor,” ete., John 5, 23. “Be not deceived,” etc., Gal. 6,7. 

See, dear members of Immanuel, if you remember the Word of 
God which your pastor spoke unto you, then you will remember him 
aright.

But you should also follow his faith, considering the end of his 
conversation. What did he believe? What was the truth to which 
he clung with that confidence and assurance, that faith, which only 
the Spirit of God can work in the hearts of men? It was this, that 
all Scripture is given by inspiration of God; that all have sinned, 
and come short of the glory of God; that by nature we were children 
of wrath, even as others. It was this, that God so loved the world, 
that He gave His only-begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in 
Him should not perish, but have everlasting life; that God would 
have all men to be saved, and to come unto the knowledge of the 
truth; that the Lord is not willing that any should perish, but that 
all should come to repentance. It was this, that there is one God 
and one Mediator between God and men, the man Christ Jesus, who 
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gave Himself a ransom for all; that Jesus Christ tasted death for 
every man; that He died for all. It was this, that Jesus Christ is 
the Way, the Truth, and the Life, that no man cometh unto the 
Father but by Him; that there is salvation in none other, and that 
there is none other name under heaven given among men whereby 
we must be saved. It was this, that the blood of Jesus Christ, the 
Son of God, eleanseth us from all sin; that though your sins be as 
scarlet, they shall be as white as snow, though they be red like erim- 
son, they shall be as wool; that where sin abounds grace doth much 
more abound. It was this, that men must repent and be converted, 
that their sins may be blotted out; that they must believe in the 
Lord Jesus Christ if they would be saved; that we are justified by 
faith without the deeds of the Law; that he that covereth his sins 
shall not prosper, but whoso confesseth and forsaketh them shall 
have mercy; that if we confess Christ before men, He will also con- 
fess us before His Father which is in heaven, but that if we deny 
Him before men, He will also deny us before His Father which is in 
heaven. It was this, that Baptism is the water of regeneration, and 
renewing of the Holy Ghost; that as many as have been baptized 
into Christ have put on Christ; that in the Holy Supper we receive, 
under the bread and wine, the true body and blood of Christ, given 
and shed for us for the remission of sins. 

This is what your pastor believed with a faith born of the Spirit 
of God. O be like him in this faith, dear members of Immanuel! 
Let neither doubt nor unbelief, neither reason nor philosophy, neither 
life nor death, neither things present nor things to come, nor any 
creature, cause you to waver in this faith which is the only right, ~ 
the only true, the only God-pleasing faith. 

And such faith is not without fruit; it worketh by love. Your 
pastor’s life reflected the faith that God had kindled in his heart. 
Therefore, consider his conversation! His example of working for 
the spreading of his Master’s kingdom should move us, one and all, 
to pray and pay for our City Mission and other missions. His ex- 
ample of helping to provide for the aged and the orphans should 
move us, one and all, to pray and pay for our Augsburg Home. 
Doing this, we bring forth fruits of faith and render obedience to 
Jesus’ word: “Go ye, and preach the Gospel!” “Pure religion and 
undefiled before God and the Father is this, To visit the fatherless 


“ and widows in their affliction.” And, “Inasmuch as ye have done it 


unto one of the least of these my brethren, ye have done it unto me.” 

In showing you how to remember your pastor aright, our text 
tells you to consider especially the end of his conversation. The end 
of a Christian’s life on earth is the beginning of a Christian’s life 
in heaven. A true Christian is steadfast in his faith, and our Lord 
has said: “He that shall endure unto the end, the same shall be 
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saved.” Yonder, in the heavenly home, the Christian’s faith is 
changed to sight, and his hope to glad fruition. 

Now, if you would remember your pastor aright, consider the 
end of his conversation. The faith which he proclaimed to you he 
confessed unto the end. Shortly before God called him hence, he 
prayed: “Now I have found the sure foundation,” ete. (Hymn 217, 1) 

O members of Immanuel! would you remember your pastor 
aright, remember the Word of God which he spoke unto you, follow 
his faith, consider the end of his conversation, and ask God to grant 
you, like him, a blessed end. Yea, God grant unto all of us grace 
and power to remain steadfast in His Word and faith unto our end, 
so that when our last hour comes we may triumphantly say with 
Paul: “I have fought a good fight,” etc., 2 Tim. 4, 7. 8. Yea, God 
grant that every one of us may pray in true faith: “When ends life’s 
transient dream,” etc. (Hymn 258, 4.) OR 
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General Prayer for the Christian Church. 


O Thou living God, eternal heavenly Father, we give Thee hearty 
thanks, honor, and praise for all the love and goodness Thou hast 
bestowed upon mankind; that Thou hast created us as rational beings 
unto eternal life, redeemed us through Christ, and sanctified and 
‘called us to Thy glory by the Holy Ghost. O Lord, we are not worthy 
of the least of all the mercies and of all the truth which Thou dost 
daily show unto us. It is of the Lord’s mercies that we are not con- 
sumed, because Thy compassions fail not. They are new every morn- 
ing: great is Thy faithfulness. May we daily advance in knowledge 
of Thy bountiful goodness and mercy and be drawn to Thee by love, 
that we may, in return, offer up to Thee ourselves and all we possess, 
to the glory of Thy holy name. 

And whereas no unclean person shall stand before Thy holy eyes, 
blot out all our transgressions by the merit of Christ the Righteous, 
and grant us Thy grace, that we may not deceive ourselves by in- 
venting excuses and vindications for our sin, but deny ungodliness 
and worldly lusts, take upon ourselves the cross of our Lord Jesus, 
and follow Him. 

Suffer not Thy Word to return unto Thee void; feed both old 
and young with the sincere milk of the Gospel; enlighten and sanc- 
tify all ministers of the Word, and cause all hearers to receive the 
Word, not with their ears only, but with their hearts. Encompass 
with Thy eternal mercies the whole Christian Church and also this 
congregation; stretch forth the arm of Thy holiness, and bring to 
naught the confusion and malice which Satan daily foments and 
instigates. May it please Thee to bless, cherish, and preserve also 
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among us what Thou hast planted, that the glory of Thy name may 
be magnified. 

Mercifully look down upon rulers and subjects, churches and 
schools, parents and children, masters and servants, that every one 
may faithfully do Thy will. Rule the hearts of all magistrates by 
Thy Holy Spirit, that they may exereise judgment and righteous- 
ness, and earnestly resist all iniquity. Grant us peace, bless our 
daily bread, deliver us from evil all the days of our lives. 

Have mercy upon those nations that still walk in blindness; 
bring them to the knowledge of Thy dear Son. O Thou, who didst 
not create man in vain, send faithful laborers into Thy harvest, and 
strengthen those whom Thou hast sent, that they may proclaim Thy 
truth with boldness, and not be ashamed of tribulations for the sake 
of the Gospel, but consider them an honor and precious adornment. 

O faithful Father, we commend to Thy care all Thy faithful 
children here and everywhere; and even as Thou lovest Christ, the 
Head, so do Thou also bless and increase His members. 

Let our prayer be a sweet incense and our faith a victory, that 
we may go forth in Thy power and knowledge and overcome all evil. 
And when, according to Thy good pleasure, Thou hast sufficiently 
tried us, comfort us again, that we may behold Thy glory and 
praise Thee. 

O Lord, we beseech Thee, hear our prayer, and do not let our 
petition fail us, for the sake of the perfect redemption and powerful 


intercession of Jesus Christ. Amen.
